Rare Roman Colns 
Coins buried. for 1,600 years came 
to ght at Dompierre, France, when a 
farmer wes levelling his yard, These 
date from the Gallo-Roman period 
and number about 2,800. Of these 
some 2,000 are silver and the rest 
bronze. They had been buried in an 
earthernware vessel placed. in a 
stone built hiding place. As to the 
silver coins, these are in a very good 
state “of presérvation and are fine 
specimens, but the bronze coins suf- 
fered much from the air. A number 
of rare pleces were found in’the col- 
lection @oming from the reigns of 
some obscure Roman emperors of the 
late period, The oldest coins date 
from the Emperor Trajan (68 to 117
